way was Leland, at the moſt critical period, Whem our antiquities were 
on the point-of being involved in the ruins of our religious. founta- 


tions. Not content with tranſcribing and exttasting 'kiftorical matter | 
from innumerable regiſters ſoon after deſtroyed or diſperſed, he made 


a particular and regular deſcription of the places he viſited, marked 


the courſe of rivers, minuted the ſtate of cities, towns, and villages, | 


deſcribed the caftles, palaces, churches, with their monuments, and 
every other building that came in his way. His Itinerary, thou gh in 
many inſtances it only ſupplies the uſe of maps, may be ſaid to have 


formed our Britifh Pauſanias in the ſucceeding century. 1. will be no 


reproach to Camden if he borrowed from him more. than it can. 
proved he did. Leland's principal works are but the outlines and 
matetials of a greater plan, which he enjoyed neither life nor reafon 


to finiſh. Perhaps he undertook too much for the imperfect. ſtate 

of antiquarian knowledge in that age, or the fatigue he Bad ſuf- 

fered and apprehended in the courſe of this-deſign was” too much for

of their devaſtation. Though he had encouragement and counte- 


nance from Henry VIII. to ranſack the libraries, and even to fave as. 
much of their contents as he could, the diſſolving hand of that furious 
monarch, and the avarice of his miniſters, proceeded like a devouring 
fire, to which his antiquary could oppoſe no reſiſtance. Deſolation 
marked his way; and we muſt venerate Leland's indigeſted reſearches 
as the firſt- fruits of antiquarian ſcience among us. What he did 
« was faithful; what he deſigned was great and noble * !” | 
Camden, whaſ genius for antiquities was innate, and who travelled 
over great part of the kingdom before he left the univerſity, was firſt 
put upon * reſtoring antiquity to Britain, and Britain to antiquity +,” 
by Ortelius, whom he calls the great reſtorer of geography. As he 
_ could derive but little aſſiſtance from Greek or Roman writers, he 
found himſelf obliged to apply, where every man muſt, who would 
not be deemed a witling in our antiquities, — to the Saxon language. 
Though, where it ſubmitted with its people to the Norman invaders, it 
ceaſed to be a living, language, the traces of it occur to this day in 
almoſt every ſentence we utter. All the efforts of the Conqueror, 
however ſucceſsful among the upper ranks, who were to adopt the 
ſtile of the court they had connections with, could not eradicate from 
the common people, the ſureſt maintainers of language and manners, 


a language they had ſpoken 600, years. The few written. remains that 


ſurvived the diſuſe of above 400 more, were confined to the libraries 
of abp. Parker and Sir Robert Cotton, and from theſe Camden acquired 
his knowledge of it. He ſpent 10 years in making his collections, 
which he firſt. communicated to the world when he was a little turned 
of thirty.

His foundation at 


Oxford carried his views for the Rat of hiſtorical antiquities to 


Theſe two had many imitators. In 1590 an ANTIQUARIAN 
Socikry was formed of ſome of the greateſt names in our republic 


of letters; and though the filly apprehenſions of the timid' pedant 
then on the throne, who muſt have all wiſdom centre in himſelf, 
checked their meetings, it laid no reſtraint on their ſpirit. After above 


20 years diſcontinuance, it was revived 1614; and during all interrup- 


tions, its members produced in their ſtudies works that will do honour 
to themſelves and their country. The ſucceeding calamities of civil 


broils quickened Dugdale and Dodſworth to preſerve our monaſtic, in 
which ſo many other treaſures are included. Their collections on that 
article rank as much above thoſe of Mabillon, as they had greater 
difficulties to ſurmount. The voluminous Annales & Acta ordinis 8. 


Benedicti came into the world under the patronage of the ſociety 5 
whoſe hiſtory they contain: the Monaſticon Anglicanum, reſcued from 


the jaws of war and fanaticiſm, lay at the merey of bookſellers.— 
Every one knows what elſe we owe to Sir William D. dale. 


Dr. Plott formed a moſt uſeful and extenſive deſign of travelling | 


through. England- and Wales to improve. the labours of Leland and 
Camden. The general plan was for promoting of learning and trade, 


by a ſtrict enquiry after all natural and artificial curioſities. He pro- 


poſed to ſearch all public and private libraries, to make a catalogue of 
MISS. and obtain as many as he could, or at leaſt tranſcripts, or abridg- 
ments of them, for the Bodleian library ; to collect coins and other 
antiquities, and to examine all the works, as well as the curioſities, of 
art, to the meaneſt inventions. It is eaſier to conceive than enumerate 


the advantages of ſo noble and extenſive a deſign, and ſo worthy of 


its author, if one man's capacity or life can be ſuppoſed equal to it

11 we compare the endeavours of our countrymen for the itioftes- 
tion of our antiquities with thoſe of other nations, we ſhall find the 
preference both in number and matter due to us. Continental writers 
have indeed given ſurveys of kingdoms, principalities, and provinces ; 
and deſcriptions of a few particular cities, towns, churches, religious 
houſes, and other monuments. But their attention has been chiefly 
employed i in hiſtorical or r diſcuffions of claims, 


department. The Itatians and French are or only cottipetitors. The 
latter have acquired, the former are born with, a paſfion for antiquities. 
Both will teach us a ſtyle, when we have aſcertained our knowlege; and 
we may borcow from the one a portion of ſcepticifm, to contraft with 
the affiduity of the other. The French, carrying thoſe engaging 
. talents they poſſeſs in the generality of literary purfuits, into their anti- 
quarian reſearches, have handled thoſe obſcure ſubſects with the fame 
eaſe as romances: without going fo deep as graver nations, even their 
ſuperficial knowlege appears to greater advantage by an animated ſtyle 
and pertinent reflections, while our language, as capable of conciſe 
Judicious remarks, is drawn out into tedious unanimated trarrative in 
ſuch compoſitions. Bp. Gibſon, in his life of Camden, obſerves, that 
topographical ſurveys were fitſt attempted in Italy for elucidating the 
Roman hiſtory. The neighbouring countries on tlie ſame continent 
had the like advantages in a ſmaller degree. But with us, induſtry 
and application were to ſtrike out light without other affiſtatice. France 
comes the neareſt to us in Hiſtories and deſcriptions of particular pro- 
vinces and cities Z; ſome of them as early as the 16th century. Our 
Dutch and German neighbours have laboured through topographies, 
ſurveys, and deſcriptions of their infinitely divided territoties. The 
Spaniards have tomanced about the antiquities of their cities. Our 
topographical knowlege of Portugal is confined to the civil and eccle- 
ſiaſtical antiquities of its capital, written about the middle of the laſt

| While Camden was engaged i in a general deſcription of the king- 
dom, Lambarde caught the happy contagion, and ſet about the per- 
ambulation of Kent 15 70. Erdeſwicke, another intimate of Camden's, 
collected for Staffordſhire early in the laſt century; and the ſmall part 
of his labours that he digeſted was printed long after in a manner that | 
diſcredits his induſtry. Carew's hiftory of Cornwall appeared about: „ 
the ſame time, and a hiſtory of Pembroleſbire till in MS. is ſuppoſed: = 
to have been drawn up for Camden's uſe.

The face of the country, and the 
monuments remaining on it, are as intereſting as the progreſs of deſcents 
or revolutions of property. Injudicious and ſedentary compilers find it 
much eaſier to arrange materials put into their hands, than to ramble 
about, and examine every temnant of antiquity. Fatigue and expence 
are made excuſes for indolence or want of judgment, when a proper 
correſpondence with intelligent perſons would help to much new in- 
formation, and correct or confirm that already received. It is nene 
leged ſuch works require time; and, though there are ſome caſes in 
which it were to be wiſhed: diligent collectors were more forward o 
oblige: the public with their labours, this ſtudy ſuffers by nothing fo 
much as by productions burried into light without proper correctneſs 
and maturity. Next to the uncertainty unavoidable in ſuch purſuits, 
and an injudicious uſe of materials already collected, nothing is more : 
perplexing than to find no uſe at all made of many monuments and evi- | | 
dences, obvious to a careful inquirer, but more expoſed to the ravages 
of time and accident. We ſhall often find ſuch traditions annexed to 
theſe as lead to the hiſtory of the monuments r e and oh 
ditions are by no means to be deſpiſed}... | 6 
Antient earthworks, camps, and roads ned in Ie ee 
It is well known how much geography owes to a due obſervation of 
theſe. Many of our Roman ſtations, are ſtill unſettled; and while we 
labour to adjuſt the opinions of former writers, the actual remains 
which might fix the preciſe ſpot, and have eſcaped them all, are 
periſhing apace. Compared with ſuch negligence the wildeſt conjec-

One cannot enough regret the little regard hitherto paid to Gothic:

The catalogues of thoſe already pub- 
liſhed, with all their defects, have their uſe; and it is the duty of 
librarians to amend them. We may hope this from the abilities and 
application of the preſent: keeper of the Bodleian. Few perſons are 
aequainted with: the treaſures of this kind contained there, or the value 
of Dr. Rawlinſon's bequeſt, which is now laid open to the curious, 
and includes all his improvements and continuation of Wood's Athenæ, 
and other materials for a complete hiſtory both of the city and univer- 
ſity of Oxford, many county collections, particularly all thoſe made by 
Mr. Holman for Eſſex, digeſted for the moſt part into a regular form, 
and on the proper plan for ſuch works. The Harleian library claims 
the ſecond place after this repoſitory; and ſuch, M S8. as have ed 
there relative-to this ſubject have been taken notice of. | 
The preſent attempt pretends to ſupply the omiſſions of preceding 
ones, to inform the curious what lights have from time to time been 
thrown' on the topographical antiquities of the three kin gdoms, and to 
reſcue them and their authors from. oblivion..

Roman Geography of Britain. | 


HATEVER antiquity Bricain may 1 8 to in com- 

mon with the reſt of the world, the Greeks are the firſt 
in whoſe writings we find any mention of it. The com- 
mercial part of that people, whom an intercourſe with the Phœnicians 
and the advantage of the tin trade brought hither, frequented it as 
later ages vifited China or America, without giving themſelves much 
concern about the country or the people. They did not ſo. much as 
know whether it was continent or iſland. What Pliny a therefore ſays of 
their acquaintance with it muſt be underſtood with limitation. Poly 
bius b, who died above twenty years before Cæſar was born, is the 
firſt that promiſes a diſtinct deſcription of the Britannic iſles, and the 
tin-works there, as far as he knew. But Cæſar, who diſcovered our 
iſland to the Romans, was the firſt that compiled any deſcription of it. 
He took both its form and dimenſions upon truſt, and ſucceeding - 
geographers and hiſtorians did the fame, contenting themſelves with a 8 
general account of the face of the country, the manners of the people 
or the tranſactions of the Romans in it. Diodorus Siculus e, Strabo dl, 
Mela e, and Dio Caſſius f, treat of it in Czfar's manner, The firſt of

empire. It bears great reſemblance to our maps where the miles are 
marked. Ward dates it in the reign of Theodoſius the Great, and ſup- 
poſes Antonine's Itinerary was copied from ſome ſuch table. The 
Notitia is a liſt of the ſeveral military and civil officers and magiſtrates in 


the eaſtern and weſtern empires lower than the reigns of Arcadius and 
Honorius, wrote probably towards the end of Theodoſius the younger's 


reign, or about A. D. 445, when the bulk of the Roman forces was 
ſtationed on the Kentiſh coaſt againſt the Saxon invaders, and on the

« original MS. in the Bodleian Library, and other authentic copies, by

the reſult of ſix years travels of its indefatigable author who led the 
way to the illuſtration of his country, and let nothing eſcape his re- 
ſearches ; penetrating into the receſſes of learning in the monaſteries 
on the eve of diſſolution, and preſerving in his Collectanea many valu- 
able extracts from books that ſoon after periſhed, except ſuch as he 
- had intereſt enough to reſcue and lodge in the royal library. In his 
« New Yecre's Gifte, addreſſed to Hen. VIII. who had appointed him 
his librarian, he promiſed a draught or map of England, on a ſilver 
plate; a deſcription of the kingdom to reſtore the antient names of 
places; its antiquities or civil yſtory, in 50 books, anſwering to the 
number of counties in England and Wales; a ſurvey of the Britiſh Iſles, 
in fix books ; and an account of our nobility before the conqueſt, in 
. three, His 8 and Collectanea may be conſidered as the com- 
mon- place books, whence this great plan was to be executed. But his 
intenſe application, joined perhaps to an apprehenſion of wanting abi- 
lities or encouragement. to complete it, turned his head. He lingered 
out a few years in this unhappy condition, and, dying 1552, was 
buried h in the church of St. Michael le Querne, in which pariſh he 
had lived, This church was burnt in the great fire, and afterwards 
united to that of St. Vedaſt; and Leland's aſhes blended with the 
ſtreet...

In the three firſt editions he had but ſlightly touched on 
genealogies, but in the fourth he gave a liſt of near two hundred and 
fifty families. Tho' he corrected the errors in his fifth from Brock's 
ſuggeſtions, he treated his knowledge in heraldry too contemptuouſly. 
Brook charged him with errors in ſeveral noble pedigrees, and with 
not acknowledging the aſſiſtance he received from Glover's and Leland's 
papers. Camden replied, that in the firſt caſe he had been miſled by 


Rob. Cock, Clarencieux ; and as to the other, he always made ho- _ 


nourable mention of thoſe he borrowed from, and particularly Le- 
land's Itinerary and other pieces, except where they ſaid the ſame 
thing from their own knowledge. He offered to ſubmit the diſputed 
points to the Earl Marſhal, the College of Heralds, the Society of An- 
tiquaries, or to any four perſons learned in thoſe ſtudies. Brook had 
prepared a ſecond Diſcovery of Errors, in the appendix to which 
he ſets down the paſſages objected to in the Britannia 1594. and as 
corrected in the edition of 1600. This was firſt. publiſhed. 172 3, 4to. 
from a MS. in Mr. Anſtis's poſſeſſion. bat 5 Mills, kinſman and executor 
to R. Glover, Somerſet Herald a, who died 1588, having printed his 
collections in an injudicious and incorrect manner 1610, Brook pub- 
liſhed « A Catalogue and Succeſſion of the Kings, Princes, &c. &c. 
« Lond. 1619.” Fol. and again corrected and enlarged 1622, Fol. 
with ſevere remarks. on Mills's errors. This was anſwered. by Vincent, 
| Rouge Croix, in «A Diſcovery of Errors in the firſt edition of che 
c Catalogue publiſhed. by R. Brook, &c. 1622. Fol. It is plain 
from his addreſs to Brook, that the. whole of this affair i is only a con- 
tinuation of the old quarrel between him and Camden. Vincent treats 
him as he had treated Camden, and this book has the recommen- 
dation of all the moſt learned heralds and antiquaries of the time.

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counties. An Engliſh tranſlation of this edition was publiſhed 1610, Fol. 
by Ph. Holland, who was thought to have conſulted Camden himſelf, 
and therefore great regard was paid to his editions and explanations. 
But in a later edition of his tranſlation, 1637, Fol. he has taken un- 
warrantable liberties r. The original was printed at Amſterdam 
1617, 8vo. with maps; again by Bleau at Leyden 1639, 8vo. again 
much altered and interpolated, inſerted with Speed's maps in the 
5th volume of Bleau's Theatrum Orbis, Amſt. 1662, Fol. without 
Scotland or Ireland. It was alſo tranſlated into French by Salabert 
and Sorbiere, and printed in the Grand Atlas. But the moſt compleat 
and faithful tranſlation is that by Biſhop Gibſon, Lond. 1694, Fol. 
with large additions and improvements. Holland's moſt material notes - 
are placed at the bottom of each page, and the additions at the end of 
each county: others are inſerted in the body of the book, properly 
diſtinguiſhed from Camden's own work. As this was grown ſcarce, 
and many improvements d communicated to the editor, he publiſhed a 
ne edition in two volumes folio, 1722, in which the tranſlation was 
reviſed, and the additions, greatly enlarged, incorporated with Caniden's 
text, diſtinguiſhed by hooks. From this another was printed in two 
volumes, Fol. 1753. The maps in Gibſon's firſt edition engraved by 
Morden were very faulty: and no notice was taken of the hints for 
their amendment communicated by Mr: Brokeſby, rector of Rowley 
in Yorkſhire, in a letter to Hearne, printed at the end of the 6th vol.

1 abbey, who fays he was a man of good natural parts, very diligent 


in making enquiries relating to his ſubject, and bad collected a great 
deal; but had ho learning, and underſtood, only Engliſh ;. and was 
not in many caſes able to diſtinguiſh. between truth and falſhood. His 
book was only a ſurvey of the city of Weſtminſter, purpoſely omitting 
the hiſtory of the church, which he wifhed might be written by the 
late receiver Charles Batteley.

Samuel Pepys, eſq; ſecretary to the admiralty under Charles II. and 
his brother, was at a conſiderable expence to collect all the prints and 
drawings that could illuſtrate his native city; which he left, with all his 
other collections and library, to Magdalen Coll. Cambridge, where he 
was educated. He arranged them in 1700 in two large folio volumes, 
under the following heads: Vol. i. maps, views, and plans build- 
ings, monuments, and churches Thames and its views.

Philip 
earl of Arundel, father of the noble collector, was the greateſt anti- 
quarian j in Europe, except Ferdinand de Medici. Perſecuted by the in- 
trigues of a jealous court, to which his own father the great duke of 
Norfolk had fallen a victim, he was preparing to retire from England; 
and indulge his only ambition the ſtudy of polite literature: Elizabeth 
remanded him, and not content with a heavy fine andampriſoament,, 
bad him tried for treaſon ; being unable to convict him of any thing but 
popery, ſhe left him to languiſh nine years in priſon, where he ſunk undet - 
her diſpleaſure and his own auſterity. Among the celebrated libraries 
of the age in this kingdom his was the completeſt in the antiquarian 
way. His fon Thomas inherited his ſpirit and taſte with better for- 
tune. Too much of a patriot to be eſteemed by James, too little of a. 
paraſite to cringe. to his favourite, too honeſt and diſintereſted to have 
many friends in their parliament, he could not attain to the ſeals after 
the great Bacon, who drew his laſt breath in his houſe at Highgate: 
In Charles's firſt parliament he was inſtrumental to the eftabliſh- 
ment of the fundamental privileges of the peerage, and the king: 
ſeems to have obſerved his father's conduct towards him, advancing- 
him to employments unimportant in themſelves or in which he: 
was not left free to act. Aſter preſiding with. unimpeached im- 
pattiality at the trial of the favourite minifter, as the ftorm: of 
civil diſtractions gathered round, he retreated from a ſcene where: 


| N could not t be heard, to thoſe ſtudies to which. he had 
| always; 
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always given the preference at home: the friend and patron of his 
learned cotemporaries, he introduced the elegance and arts of Greece 
and Rome into this angle of the world ; ſuperior to ambition, with 
abilities and revenues equal to its largeſt views. . Clarendon, without 
intending him ſo much honour, has drawn in his character the picture 
of an independant Engliſh nobleman. William Petty, afterwards 
_ knighted, whom he ſent into Afia in queſt of antient monuments, 

bought theſe of a Turk, who took them from the agent of the famous 
Peireſk, who had paid fifty pieces of gold for them, and was afterwards 
thrown into priſon and cheated of them. Petty loſt one ſhipload of 
his collections, and narrowly ſaved himſelf 2. After the earl retired 
to Italy 1641 many of theſe curious monuments which lay at Arundel 

| houſe in the Strand, were ſtolen, or cut up by maſons and worked into 
houſes.

The other parts of this collection were preſerved at Tart- hall, near St. James's park- 
gate by Buckingham-houſe, where ſome of the ſtatues were buried in the court · yard 
during Oates's plot: the beſt of them being diſpoſed of as above-mentioned, thoſe that 
_ were too much injured by time to deſerve a place at Oxford or Eaſton, when the ſcite of 
Arvadel-houſe was converted into a ſtreet, were removed to Cuper's-gardens, where they 
were much abuſed. Here Mr. Aubrey loſt ſight of them: but when Dr. Rawlinſon 
publiſhed his hiſtory of Surrey, he inſerted, 'vol. v. p. 283, 8 plates of beautiful frag- 
ments of ſtatues and bas reliefs.

This book growing ſcarce, Mr. Pearce of Edmund-hall undertook 


of Apollo, whoſe head is at Oxford, is faid to lie under the houſes in Arundel ſtreet ; 
and I think I have ſomewhere read that an intire ſmall obeliſk is covered by the houſes 
ol one ſide of that ſtreet. The Antiquarian Society have a drawing of a farcophagus, 
of white marble, belonging to Mr. Rogers, apothecary, in Howard ſtreet, 1742. The 
earl endeavoured to procure the obeliſk ſince erected in the Piazza Navona, and would 
have removed ſeveral other ſtatues had not the pope- oppoſed it. The remaining 
- curioſities lodged at Tart-hall were fold by auction about thirty years ago, and there 
Dr. Mead bought his fine head of Homer, purchafed at his ſale for 361. by the preſent 
earl of Exeter, who has repoſited it in the Britiſh Muſeum. The cameos and intaglios: 
were by the dutcheſs of Norfolk before-mentioned bequeathed to her ſecond huſband Sir 
John Germayne, and are now in the hands of his. widow lady Elizabeth Germayne.

Yet antiquity is the glory of every Welchman, and the ſpirit 
of competition with the later inhabitants of England one would have 
ſhould fire their breaſts with a defire to be known and cele- 
brated beyond them. If their anceſtors could not ſpare time to write 
about a territory which they could hardly defend, their deſcendants 
with ſecure tenure have all the helps a living language and original 
records can afford. Many very antient MSS. are ſaid to be ſtill remain- 
ing in Wales; a good collection of them was made by Mr. Maurice, of 
Kenvybreach, Denbighſhire, whom bp. Nicholſon calls a notable anti- 
quary, and ſince came into the hands of Sir Wm. Williams. Beſides 
the valuable library of Mr. Davies, of Llannerk, in the ſame county, 
there are ſeveral other conſiderable ones a. The collections of their 
moſt eminent antiquary Edward Lhuyd were laſt in the hands of 
Sir Tho.

reſentment ſo far as to rejoice at the ſucceſſes of Lewis in England as
